& endeuours : yet we cannot bur 
” ſtrive co vindicate our repurati- 
on from the iniurious aſperſions chat haue beene laid 
vpon ir, by the malicious praiſes of ſome that would 
aduenture nothing in the beginning, but would now 
reape the bencfir of our paines and charges, and yet 
not ſeeme beholding to vs z andtothar crd they dif- 
ualew whatis paſt, and by liniſter informarions dero- 
gate whar they can from the preſent courle uncnded : 
the rather becauſe the good Orders appointed to bee 
pur in execution there, are likely toreſtrainethe licen= 


tious mregularitie of other places, And this hach in- 


duced vs to publiſh our proceedings, whercunto ic 
hath pleaſed God co giue a SY ; as coany of in- 
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The Diſcouery and Plantation 
different judgement may appeare by that which fol- 


loweth. 
VV Hen this deſigne was firſt atremprted, ſome of 
the preſent company were therein chiefly in- 
rerciſed 3 who being carcfull co have che ſame accom - 
pliſhed , did ſend to the diſcovery of thoſe Northexne 
parts a braue Gentleman , Captaine Ferry Challony, 
with two of the Nartiucs of that Territory , the one 
called Ilaned::y , the other eſſecomer, Rur his wil- 
forruncs did expoſe lym ro the power of certaine 
Strangers , enemies to his proceedings, ſo that, by 
chem, his company were ſeized, the ſhips and goods 
confiſcated, and that Voyage wholly ouerthrowne.. 

T his lotlc,& vntorcunate beginning, did much abate 
che riſing —_ of che firſt Aduenturers;bur immedi- 
ately vpon his deparrure,ir pleaſed the noble Lordchicfe 
Luſtice,Sir Tokn Popham kright, tg ſend out another ſhip, 
wherein Captain Thomas Haman went Commander, & 
Aarti ne Prmne of Briſtow Maſter , with all necetſaric 
ſupplics,for che ſcconding of Captaine Challens and his

peopee z who arriving ar clic place EIres , and nor 


finding that Caprane there, after they had made ſome 
diſcouery, and tound the Coaſts, Hauens, and Harbors 
anſwerablec to our deſires, they returned, Vpon whoſe 
relation the Lord Chiefe es and wee all waxcd fo 
confide nt of the buſinclle, that the yeere following eue- 
rie man of any worth, formerly interciſed in it , was 
willing to loyne in the charge for the ſending oucr a 
competent number of people co lay the ground of a 
hopcfull plancation, 

Here upon Captaine P:phamr, Captaine Rawley Cil- 
bert , and others were ſent away with two Ships , and 
an hund red Landmen,Ordnance, and other prouilions 
necelJaric for chcir ſuſtentation and defence , vncill 0- 


thes 
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ther ſapply might bee ſene, In the meane while, be- 
fore they could recurne, it pleaſed God to rake from vs 
this worthy member,the Lord Chiefe Inftice,whoſc ſud- 
den deach did ſo aſtoniſh the hearts of the moſt part of 
the Aduencurers, as ſome grew cold , and ſome did 
wholly abandon the bulinelſe. Yer Sir Francis Popha 
his ſonne, certaine of his priuate ftiends , andocher of 
vs, omitred not the nexc yeare holding on our ſt re- 
ſolucion) co ioyne in ſending forth a newſupply, which 
was accordingly Apeo29. | 

Buc-che Ships arriving there, did rior only br1 
comfortable newes of the death of the Lord efe 
Isftice , rogether with the death of Sir Jobn Gulbert, the 
elder brocher vnro Captaine Rawley Gilbert , who ac 
rhar tigne was Preſident of that Conncel: But found 
thac the old Captaine Popham was alſo dgad z yrho 
was the oncly man ( indeed ) that died there that 
Winter, wherein they indured the greater extremi- 
ries z for that, in che depth thereof, cheir lodgings 
and ſtores were burnt ,. and they thereby wondrouſly 
diftrciſed, | 

This calamitic and cuill newes , rogether with the 
reſolution chat Capraine G/bert was forced to take for 
his owne recurne, (inthat hee was to ſucceed his bro- 
ther, mthe 1aherirance of hisJands in England ) made 
the whole company to reſolue vpon nothing but cheir 
rerurne with the Ships z and for that preſent ro leaue 
the Countrey againe, hauing in therimeoftheir abode 
there (notwithſtanding the coldnale of che ſeaſon,and 
che ſmall helpe they had ) builc a prerrie Barke of their 
owne, which ſcrucd themto good purpoſe, as caling 
chem in their recurning, 

The arriuall of cheſe people heere in Enplend, was 
a wondcrfull. diſcouragement to all che fuſt vaderra- 
kers, in ſo much as chere was no more ſpeech wg” 
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The Diſcouery and Plantation 
ling any other plancation inthoſe partsfor a long time 
after ; only Sir Francs Pophams hauing the Ships and. 
prouiſion , which remained of the company, and ſup- 
ply;ng what was necellary tor his purpoſe, ſen diucrs 
times co the coſts for crade and fiſhing jz of whoſe 
loſſe or gaines himſelfe 1s beſt able to giue accounc, 
Our poop abandoning the plancation in this ſore 
as you haue heard ; che Frenchmen immediately tooke 
the opportun'tie to ſettle chemſelues within our limitsz 
which being lieard of by thoſe of Yirginis , that diſ- 
creerly cooke to their conſideration the inconuecniences 
that might ariſe, by ſuffering chem co harbour there, 
they diſpaichcd Sir Sammel A'gall, with commiſſion 
ro diſplace them, which hce pertormed with much dife 
crction, judgement, valour, and dexgericic,” For ha-. 
uing ſeized cheir Forts, which they had built ar Mounc 
Manſell, Saint Croix, and Port Rea!l, he carryed away 
their Ordnance hee alſo ſurpriſed cheir Ship, Cattle, 
and other prouſions, which hee tranſported to the 
Collonicin Virginia, totheir great bencfir, And hereb 
he hath made a way for the p:cſent hopefull plantation 
to bee made in Noma-Scolyn, which we heare his Maic- 
ſtic hath lately granicd to Sir W./ham Al:xander 
Knight, one of his Maicſties moſt honourable Councell 
of 4 Kingdome of $:0:/:ud, to bee held of the ſaid 
Crowne, and tha: not wichour ſome of our priuities, 
as by approbation vnder writing may and doth ap- 
care, Whereby it is manitctt that wee arc fo tarre 
a Monopoly of all thoſe lands be- 


om mak 
longing Ee voall ( as hath beene ſcandalouſly by 
ſome obieRed ) That we wiſh that many wonld undertakg 
the like, 
In this Fnterim there were of vs who apprehencdd 
better hopes ot good chat might enſue by this ateempr, 
being thereunco perſwaded, both by the relations of our.

uages, the one called Epenow, the other Manawet, with 
. commuſhon and dareions fic for themi co obſerue and. 
follow. the bet: co bring to pate what wasexpeRed. 
But as in all humane affatres,, there is nothing more: 
ccreaine., then the vncertainie thereof ; ſo fell ic our. 
in this z foralunlehefore ſuch time a8 they arriued vp- 
on the coalt with che foreſai Swag, who were. Na, 
curalls of, choſe parts ic edchere had beene ane 
Hunt (a wor:h Ele fellow et ourNation (ſer out by cer- 
rzne Merchants for loue of gaine z who (noccontene. 
with che commodlitig he had by.chefiſh , and peaceable: 
trade he, found amang FarSaneges) after hee lad made 
his diſpatch,and was ready.co.ſer fayle', (more ſauage- 
like then they ) ſeized vpon the pqore innocent cxca- 
tures, that .in confidenceof his honeftic had put them- 
felues ;nrq his . hands. And towing them vader hat- 
ches, to thenumber of rwenty foure, carried them into. 
the Straights, where hce ſought ro. ſell chem for flaves , 
and fold as many as he could get money for, But when 
Tt was VYnderſtood. from whence they were brougli, 

the Friers of thoſe parts topkethe rſt from them, and 
hy chem to be inftru&ed inthe Chriſtian Faithgand ſo 


ppointcd this vawonhy fellow of che hopes ofgaine 
he concciued to:make by this new:& diucllſh proied, 
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The Diſconery and Þlamation 
This being knowne by our ewo Salnages, formerly 
ſpoken of, rhey preſently contracted ſuch an harred 
2painſt our whole Nation, xs chey mmmediatly ſtudied 


how to be renenged; and contrived with their friends 


the beſt meanes ro bring it ro pafle 53 but Manrawee 


dying ina ſhort e1me afcer the Ships arrivall chere, and 
che orcher obſcruing the good order , and ſtrong guard 
our people kept, ftudicd only how to free hijtmſcke out 
of our hands, and thereupon laid the plot very orderly, 
and indced effeed his purpoſe, although with ſo 
great hazard to himſclfe and fnends , that laboured his 
reſcue, that Captaine Hobſon and his whole compa- 
ny imagined he had beene flaine. Andthough in the 
recouery of his <9: hg wounded che Maſter of our 
Slip , and divers other of our corffpany, yer was not 
their defigne withour the flaughter of ſome of their 


people, and the hurcs of orher , compiled, as appea- 


-rcd afterward. | 
Hereupon Captaine Hobſon and his companie, | 


conceiving the end of their atrempe co bee fruſtrate, 
reſolucd without more adoe to returne, and fo :hoſe 


hopeF, thac charge and voyage was loftalſo , for they 


bronght home nothing bur the newes of their euill ſuc+ 


calc, of the'vnfortunate cauſe chereof, and 'of a warre. 


now new begunne berweene the inhabirants of choſe 
parts, and vs. A miſerable comfort for ſo weake 
meanes as'were now' lefe, ro purſue the concluſion of 
ſo redions an enterpriſe. | 

While chris was a working , wee found che meancs ro 
{nd our Capraine Joh Smith from Plynionth , in a 
ſhip, togerher with Maſter Darmer and dmers ochers 
w:th him, to hay the foundation of a new Plantation, 
and rorty the fiſhing of char Cnaft, ahdroleckero ſertle 
2 trade with che Natiues:; Burſnch wif#his misforcune, 
2s being ſcarcefrec ofour owne Coaſt, Hehadhis maſts 
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fliaken.quer boord oy ſtormey and remmpelts ,, his ſhip 
wonderfully.diſtreile . and in that excremigy-forecd co 
come backe agaiue; fo as the ſeaſon of the yeere bemg 
almoſt ſpent, we were of nececthrie enforced to turnith 
him wich another foip, and raking outhe proviſion 
of the firit,diſparched him away againe, who comming 
to the herght of che Weſterne INlands, was chaſed: by a 
French Pirate, and by him made prifoutr, alghough his 
ſhip in che night clcaped away , and z6rurned home 
with the lotſe of much of her proviſion, and the over- 
throw of that voyage, tothe ruine of that poore Geh- 
tleman Caprainc Smith, who was detained priſoner by 
them, and forced to ſuffcr many extzemiries,befure hee 
ot free of his troubles, | | 

Notwichttanding theſe diſziters, ic pleaſed God ſo to 
worke for our incotlragement againe , 'as hee ſcat inco 
our hands Taſ,u4atum, one of thoſe Saluages that for- 
merly had beeue berraycd by this vaworthy Hut be- 
fore named, by whoſe mcanes there was hope concei- 
ued to worke a peace berweene vs, and his triends,they 
being the priucipall inhabirants of that coalt, where 
the Fe was kindled. Burt this Saluage T.a/qwartym, 
being :t that ritme in the New-tound land with Captain 
Alſaſon , Gouernour there tor the vadertakers of thar 
Plancacion : Maſter D.rmer ( who was therealſo, and 
ſomctimes bctore 1imployed as we haue ſaid by vs, to- 
gether with Captaine /chn Smith ) found the meanes 
to giue vs intel};gence of him, and his opimon of tlic 
ood vicchar might be made of lis unployment, with 
the readineiſe of Captaine Iaſon, to furcher any of 
our a:tempts that way , cicher with boats or other pro- 
uilion neceſſary , and reſoluing himlelte ro goe from 
thence, aduiſed vs to ſend ſome ro meet with him, at 
our vſuall place of falhing, to aid him m his indeuour, 


that they toyning rogerher , might be able co doe "oO 
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The Diſcouery and Plantation 
he hoped would be veric acceptable ynto all well wiſh- 
ers ot that buſinetle, 

Vpon this newes, wediſpatched the next ſeaſon Cap- 
taine Rocraft, with a Company for thac purpoſe , in 
hope to haue mer wich Captaine Darmer z bur the care 
and diſcretion of Captaine Aſaſon was ſuch , finding 
C:ptaine Darmers relolurion to goe beyond lus 
meanes, that hee perſwaded him fr ro goe for Eng- 
land , that prouiding himſelte there, as w:s requilice, 
he might proceed inrime expedient, which coui,tell he 
obſcrued (as hit it was) although our expeQtacion ot his 
ioyning with Capraine Rocrafr was thereby diſappoin- 
ed, Yer ſoir happened,that Capraine Rocraf? ac his arri- 
uall in choſe parts, met with a French Barke that lay in a 
Crecke a hlhing, and trading, which heſeizcd on,and 
ſent home che Miſter and Company in the ſame Ship 
which he went our 1n, 

Wichthis Barke and his owne Company, hee meane 
co keepe the Coaſt that Winter quarter, being very 
well ficred both with ſale, and ocher nccvlaries for his 
eurne: bucas this was an Att of excremity ( che poore 
man being of our owne Religwn ) fo "3 SIGW on ac- 
cordinply, -For 1n a ſhorc c'me after, .certaine of this 
Capraines company , conſpired together to cur his 
chroac, and to make rhcmiclues maſters of the whole 
ſpoile, and (o to ſe-ke anew fortune where they could 
beſt mike ir, This confſpiracie being diſcouercd tothe 
Cap:aine, hee letirgoe on, till thecimethar ic ſhould 
baue beene pur in execution , when hee caught them in 
there owne traine, and fo appreliended them inthe ve- 
ry in!tanc chat chey were purpoled to beginne their 
ma!{l[acre, 

Bur after he had prevented che miſchicfc, and ſcized 
vpon the maletaCtors, hee rooke to his conlideration 
wha: was but co be done with ciiem. And bceingloth 


by 
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by himſelfero diſpatch them as they deſerued, he reſol- 
ued copur them aſhore, chinking by their hazard that 
ic was poſſible they mighe diſcouer ſomething , that 
might aduance che publikey and ſo giuing them ſome 
Armes for their defenſe, and ſome viauall for their ſu- 
ſtencation, vnullchey knew better how to prouidefor 
themſclucs, he lefrthem at a place called _—_—_— 
where they remained not long, but got from thence to 
Aſcnehighon, an I{land lying ſome three leagues inthe 
Sea, and fifreene leaguestrom that place, where they ree 
mained all that Winter, with bad lodging, .and worſe 
farc, yet came all ſafe home ſaue one Ga man, which 
dyed there, the reſt returned wich the Ship wee ſence 
for Rocrafts ſupply and prouilion , to =—_ a fiſhing 
voyage, | 

Aker theſe fc]lowes were landed , the Captaine fin- 
ding himſclfe but weakely man'd, and his Ship to 
draw too nuch waterto coalt thoſe places, that by his 
inſtruftions he was aſſigned to diſcouer, heereſoluedto 
goe for Virginia where he had lived along time before, 
and had ( as heeconceiuved) many friends, that would 
helpc him with ſome things that he had occaſionto vie. 
Arriuing there, he was not deceiued of his expeQtation; 
for Sir Sawxe! Argail being their Goucrnour, and 
onethar reſpeed him much for his owne ſake , 
the readicr co helpe him, in regard of the good hee 
ſhed co the bulinetle wherein he was imployed, 

But all chis could not preuaile, for after that ﬀ# Sa- 
1uell Argall came from thence (his departure being 


more ſuddaine then was cxpeQted ) it fell out that the 
new Gouernour entred the Harbour : and — | 
Rocraft ready to bee gone, ſent to him to comman 
himto come aboord to (peake with him, which he rea- 
dily obeyed , atloone as he could- hit his boat and men 
for that purpoſe. And ſo leauing his Barke with her 
C great

grear Anker a head, and taking with him the halfe of 
his company, hee was forced to flay aboard the new 
Gouernours Ship that night, In. che meane while a 
ſtorme ariling, our Barke wanting hands to doe their 
labour , drouc aſhoare, and there ſunke. | But yet the 
Goucrnour and Captaine fo laboured the next day, 
when they knew thereof, as thar rlicy freed her againe, 
bur chat occaſion forced our Capraine to ſtay ſo long 
in che Countrey to fit himſelfe anew, as in the interim 
a quarrel! fell our berweene him and another of chac 
place ; ſo as Rerraft was laine, and the Barque ſunke 
cheſccond time, and finally diabled from yeelding vs 
any benefitroths preſence, 

Bur we nor knowing this diſaſtcr,and CaptaineD ar- 
mer arriuing with his Saluage out of Now-found-land, 
diſpatched him away the next ſeaſon , in a ſhippe we 
ſent againe for the hſhing/bulinelle , and aſſigned im 
a company to toyne With: Rocreft ahd his people. 

Caprtaine Darmey arnuing there, and not finding 
Rocraft , was alittle perplexed , and in doubt what to 
doc : yet hearing by thoſe Mutiners which he found 
there, that he was gone for Uirgima z he was hopetull 
of his rerurne ; wt liucd in that expeCtation , ri] ſuch 
time as he heard ( by aſhip that came from chence ro 
fiſh for the Collony ) the contuſion of his fortune, and 
che end of his miſery in this world . Then he deternt- 
ned co take the Pinnace that the yeare before was allig- 
ncd to Rocratt for him ro make thetrade with,and with 
her to proceed on his defigne, ando embarked him- 
ſelte, and his prouiſion and company in her, Andlea- 
ving the fiſher-men to their labour, j1e coaſted the ſhore 
from thence, ſearching cuery Harbor, and complling 
eucry Cape-land, cill hearrived in Uryginay where he 
was in hope to meet with ſome of the prowlion, or 
company of Rocraft , to helpe co ſupply him of YE 
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he wantedzas alſo co lay a Decke vpon@& Pinnzce,thac 
before had not any, and now- was taught by experience 
the necelſliticof hauingthac defect ſupplicd. 

Bur thoſe hopes failed hun(al being before tharnme 
ruined and diſperſed) ſo farrc, as he law it in vaine co 
hope tor help by that means,and therfore attempted to 

ethe adore mori 
ing to ſec his men a worke , they all in a few dayes atrew 
their arriuall, tell licke of a difeaſe which hapned ar thar 
eimein the country, ſo as now he wasnot onely forced 
co be wichoue hopeof ther helping othim , but muſt 
labor hmnſelte all he could to atrend and ſuſtainechem; 
but ſo God tauoured him, tha chey recouered', andin 
time conuerucnt he diſpacched his bulinetle there, and 
pur himſelfe co Sca againe, reſoluing ro accompliſh in 
us xourney backe to New-England, what in has laſt Dil- 
cquery he had omunted. | 

In hus pallage he mct with certaine Holarders, who 
had a trade.in Hwd/oxs river ſome yeares before that 
ume, with whom hc had conferenccabout the ſtare of 
char coaſt, and their proceedings with choſe people: 
whoſe anſwer gaue him good contenr. He berooke 
huuſeltc to.the toJlowing of his bulinetle, diſcouering 
many goodly Lea Lemeaing pleaſanc,and fruir- 
full coaſts, and Iflands, for che ſpace of 80, leagues 
from Eaſt ro Welt , for ſothac coatt doth range along 
from Hud/on; Riucrio Cape [awes, 

Now after we had found y Capraine Roerafts rela- 
tion madethe yeare before , the hopes he conceiucd of 


the benehics that coaſt would afford,towards the vphol- 
_ of the charge for ſerling our Plantation by reaſon 
of the commoduies ariſing by fiſhing and furres , it a 
courſe might be taken for the mannaging of that buſt- 
nefle, as was fir for ſuch a deſigne z as well as tor the 
aduancement ofthe publ:que good of our whole Nati- 
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The Diſconery and Plantation 
on, and ſatisfaſ@n of cucry well diſpoſed perſon, that 
had awill to be interclled therein, 
Ic was held to be moſt cenuenient to ſtrengthen our 


felucs by a new Grant to be obcaincd from his _ 
Mazxcſtie: theracher , finding that thoſe of Virgins had 


| by cwo feuerall Patents (erled their bounds, and exclu- 


ded all from intermcdling with them that were not free 
of their Company; and had wholly alcered the forme 
oftheir Goucrnmene, from che firſt ground layedfor che 
managing the affaires of boch Collonics, leauing vs as 
deſperate, and our bulinelle as abandoned. 

Theſe conliderations { as is ſaid) togerher with the 
necellicie of ſerling our attaires, bounds and limits, di- 
ſin from theirs , made vs reſolue to perition his 
Micſtic tor che renewing of our Grant, 

By which timeche rumour of our hopes.was ſo pub- 
lIiquely ſpread abroad, and the commodicies ot the 
Filh , andcradeſo looked inco as it was deftred., that 
all chac coaſt might be made tree, as well to thoſe of 
Usrginia4, 25 to vs to make their commoditic : How 
1ſt or ymult chat motion was, we will notargue,ſecing 


the bulinetle 1s ended, 


By this mcanes.,, our proceedings were interrupted, 
and we queſtioned abour it z firſt, by che Counſell of 
Uirginia, whom we thought to haue benefully ſatisfied 
therein, before we could haue way giuen vs for anew 
Patent , both partics hauing beencheard by certaine of 
the Lords of the Councdl and the buſinelſe by chem 
ſo ordered, as we were dircted to proceed and to hane 
our Grant agreeableto the libertic of the Yirginia Com- 
pany, the frame of our gouernmenc excepted z but this 
order not being liked of, it was againe heard & conclu- 
ded. Laſtly,the Pa:ent being paſt the Seale, it was to 
vpon new ſuggeſtions tothe King , and by his Maicſtie 
xeferred to the Councellco be ſerled, by whom the for- 
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mer Orders were confirmed, the difference cleared, 
and we ordered to have our Pucnedelivered ys, 

Fheſe diſpures held vs almoſt rwo yeeres, fo as all 
men were afraid to itoyne with vs, and we thercdy lee 
hopelclle of any thing more,thar that which our owne 
forcuncs would yeeld te aduance: our proceedings , u1 
which time ſo many accidencs hapacd vnto vs at oy 
and abroad, that wee were fune to giue order by the 
fhips we ſent a fiſhing , forthe rerieing of Maſter Dar- 
mer, and his people, vnull all things were dearcd, and 
we becter prouided of meanes to goe through with our 
deſigne : bur this worchy Gentleman co of the 
likely to cnſuc, andreſolucely refoluing to purſue 
the ends he aymed at, could not be perſWwaded tolooke 
backe, as yer z and ſo reſuling to accept our offer, began 
againe co proſecute his D.ſcouery, wherein he was be- 
trayed by certaine new Saluages,who ſodainly ſer vpon 
him, giuing him fourcteene or fiftcene wounds; bur by 
his __ and dexreritic of ſpirit he freed himlelfe our 
of their hands , yer was conſtrained to recre into Yer 
ginia againthe ſecond time,for the cure of his wounds, 
Where he fell ſicke of the infirmities of that place, and 
thereof dyed ::ſo ended this worthic Gentleman his 
dayes, after he had remained in the diſcovery of thar 
coaſt rwo yeares giving vs good content in all hee 
vndcrtooke z and ater he had madethe peace berween 
vs and the Saluages , that ſo much.abhorred our Na: i- 
on, for the wrengs done them by others, as you haue 
heard : butthe fruit of his labour in that e We 23 


yet receiue coour great commodirie, who have a peace- 
able PRI - chas Ae pans FF mens ou | 
e both proſper, and liven ki u- 
redeelſ of their neighbours » that had merdy 
fo much exaſperared againſt vs, as will more ac large 


eare hereatter. 
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The Diſconery and Plantation 
But having palled all cheſe ſtormes ebrgad , and vn- 
dcrgone ſo.many home-bted oppolitions , and freed 
our Parent,which we were by order of State alhpaed to 
renew, for the amendment of ſome defects therein con- 
tained, we were afſured of this ground more boldly wo 
procecd on.than before z and therefore we tooke brit co 
conſideration how co raiſe the meancs toaduance the 
planeation. In the examination thereof , two waycs 
did ofter thamſclues : T he one was the voluntary con- 
tribution of che Patentees z The other, by an caltc ran- 
ſoming of the freedomes of thoſe chat had a will ra pasy 
take onely of the preſent profies, ariſing by the radey 
and hbſhing vpon : | coaft, 5 $26 Bey 
The bil was to proceed from thoſe Noble-men, and 
others that were Parentees , and they agreed by oxder 
among themſclucs to disburſe a hundred pounds a 
peece, for the aduancauent of ſuch necetlary buſines, aa 
chey had in hand.. A COIT one | 
The ſecond was to'be accompliſhed byfecling ſuch 
liberties and orders inthe weſterne cicies, and towney, 
as might induce cuery reaſonableman, in , and abou 
chem, aftcAing the publike good, or a regular proceer 
ding im the bulineile oftrade, to embracean vniformi; 
tic, and to loyne ina communitie, or 1oynt ſtocke togey 
cher : How reaſonable, or vnreaſonable choſe orders 
were, 1s hereafter to be ſcene, and _—_ þy cucry well 
atfefted perſon , or any truly louing the publike good 
of our Nation, whereunto 1s annexed the difference of 
crading by a ioynt tocke vnder goucrnment and ordery 
and the promiſcuous crading without order, and in « 
diſ-joynted manner , as ofate they havedoneto thein- 
finice prezudice of others already , as alſoto the loſle of 
many of themſclucs, thac contempruouſly and greedily 
have leapt into chat courſe, as it were in deſpight of all 
Authorine , whoſe reward, in time, will follow. 


Before 
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Before thefe Orders were to be tendered to thoſe ci- 
ties and towney, it was delired tharthere might be let- 
cers ſent from their Lordſhips , admoniſhing them of 
his Maiſtics royal! Grant, thar prohibiteth any noc 
free of that bulines , to intermeddle within our limirs, 
vpon paine of confiſcation of ſhip and goods. Theſe 
lerters expreſſing mithall the good affettion of thoſe 
that were interelſed in che buſinefle , ro'emtertame any 
that ſhould be willing to conforme themſelves to ſuch 
orders, as had in charbehalfe beene eſtabliſhed. 

Bur thoſe letrers how full of Juftice ſocuer they ap- 
peared, were as diſtaſteful}, as was the rumorof Order 
vnto them: tor by it cuery particular man thought him- 
ſelfe ſtraic debarred of 1bercieto runhiis owne currant,in 
which he thought his freedome did onely conſiſt z and 
by debarring him thereof , his priuate ends were oner- 
rowhe ahh was to endeuour to prevent his ne1gh- 
bour ofthe marker he armed at,or the Harbour he re(o'- 
uced to goe vnto, or the Hm trade hee expettedro 
Have by his pruacc induſtrie , bur as for the publique 
hee carcd not , ler that fare as it would , While thee 
things were in difpure, andlikely ro have taken a good 
fourtdation,the news of rhe Parliament flew to all parts, 
& then the moſt faious of euery place, preſently com- 
bined themſelues to follow the bulinctle in Parliament, 
where they prefumed ro proue the ſame to be a Mono- 
polic, and much trending to the preiudice ofthe com- 
mon good, Bur that there ſhould be a conformitie in 
trade, ora courſe taken to prevent the cuills rhat were 
tikely to enſue, or to appropriate pollſeſhons, or lands, 
afrer a generous manner, in remore parts of the world, 
to cercaine publique perſons , of the common-wealth, 
for the taking care, and ſp@ncing cheirtime and means 
how to aduance the enlargement of their Countrey,the 


honour of their King,and glory of their Godztheſe were 
6 choughe 
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thought crimes worthy the raking notice of, and the 
principall AQors in this kinde , muſt be firſt eraduced 
in priuacc, then publiquely called vpan in Parliament, 
to anſwer ſuch other {candalls as could by malice bein- 
ucnted, 

But as this buſineiſe was in ic ſelfe iuſt, and righ- 
reous, ſo was it as earneſtly deſired , they might haue 
had the opportunitie co haue anfwered it beforeſo vn- 

artiall Iudges , and ſo reyerend perſons ; if ſo it might 
#819 been without offence to the authoricie of his royall 
Miaieſtie,that had extended it ſelte by vertuc of his Pre- 
rogatiue fo farreoft, and without the Lawes of this 
Realine, and to be pur in execution withourthe publike 
expence,or charge of the common-wealth, orpreiudice 
eo any other former imployments of our Nation,and in- 
dced without offence to anythat cuucred notto put their 
ſickle into the harucft of other men, or whoſe enuious 
& couctuus hilmors ſtirred them not vp to ſhamethem- 
ſclucs inthe conclulion. 

Theſe troubles thus vnfortunately falling out , haue 
notwithſtanding hindered vs from the hopes we had 
this yearc, tro gue ſomelife extraordinarily to thoſe af- 
faires, & theretore we are forced of necelline to refer the 
maine of our reſolution , till a more conuenient oppor- 
cunitic, and till we haue gotten our ſhips and xa 0k 
fit co {crue qur turnes both to giue the Law along thoſe 
coaſts, and ro pcrforme ſuch other ſeruicec, as is thereby 
intended for the publikegood of our Aduenturers, and 
defence of our Marchants , that ſhall frequencchoſe pla- 
ccs, according to ſuch Orders,as ſhall be found behoue- 
tull in that behalte. | 
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The (lime and condition of the 


Country, and thepreſcnteſtatre 
of our affarres there. 


Ou hauc heard already che many dila- 
ſters, calamicies, musfortunes, oppolici- 
\L! ons, and hinderances we hauc had, and 

recciued, Howbeit many arc omicted, 
inthat we dclirc not to trouble the Rea- 
der with more than enough ; or to af- 
fright the minds of weak ſpirits,that will bens chere 15 
no better ſucceile to be looked tor from ſuch attempts: 
alchough ic be crue that the beſt detignes do oftentimes 
cary with them che moſt impeduments , whether it be 
that God will haue it ſo, to cric our conſtancie, or other- 
wiſe to make vs know, that it is he onely that worketh 
afrer his owne will, according to the time he hath a(- 
ſigned , and thatthere 4s nothing done bur by him, as 
alſo char, that is onely beſt which hee will haue co be 
done,and that time moſt proper which he hachafligned 
for che ſame. 

Bar by theſe you may imagine ( ſecing we haue none 
other helps than our owne forcunes to build vpon)chere 
can no great matters bce performed in thele ſtormes 
and rempeſts. Notwithſtanding , you may know wee 
haue not beene more hindred one way, than bleſſed an 
othe:for, as our patience, conſtancie,ftauels and charge 
hath becnegrear, fo hath i: (indeed ) manitoldly beene 
requited : For , by G ODS fauour, andtheſc Genele- 
mens induſtrie , we haue made a molt ample ciſcoucric 
of the moſt commodions Country tor the benefit ot our 


Nation,that cuer hach beenc tound. 


For bctcer fatisfation of the Reader in this behalfe, 
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vv chauechought ic fir, by the way, to acquainthim firſt 
wich che nacure of the place where wee haue ſetled ou 
teiucs, whereby hee may ſee reaſon for what wee haue 
done,remembring him hkewiſ*,that in ſertling of plan- 
cations,there is pruicipally robe conlidercd : The are, 
tor che hcalch ot che Inhabicants . The ſoile,for fertili- 
tie fic for corne, and fceding of cattle wherewith to fus 
ſtainerhem The Sca, for commoditie of trade and com- 
merce, the better toenrich their publique and priuate 
S-ate, as it ſhall grow to perfection, and to raiſe umploy- 
ments, to furnith che courſe of thoſe atfaires, 

Nor tor the quality of the Airc, there js none of 
wdgement bur knowes 1t proceedech either trom the 
generall diſpolicion of the Sphere, or trem the par- 
ticular conttitution of che place, 

Touching che diſpolicion of the Sphere, ut 1s not 
onely ſeatcd in the remperate Zone , but as it were m 
the Center, or middle parc thereof, tor chat the mid- 
dl: parc of chat Country hath about three hundred 
and ten degrees of Longitude ; and ſtands in the 
forty fourth and forty fifth degrees of the Northerne 
Laricude, that 1s, twenty degrees from the fiery Tro- 
picke, a1d as much from the freeling Articke Circle: 
Vnder.the ſame climate and courſe of the Sunne that 
Conſt.:ntmople, and KR om?, the Ladies of the World; 
[raly. and Frax:, the Gardens of Europe, haue their 
fi-ua:ion, within the limits of che fifth and (ix: Cli- 
mate, afrer the Jater computation z hau'ng their Jon- 
geit day fitreene houres and ſome odde minutes. 

Touching the conſticurion of the place ( which 1s 
abour lixty rwo degrees by Sea from our Continent 
Weſterly) The Maritine parts thereof are ſomewhat 
colder, chenche natureof che Clime otherwiſe aftor- 
derh ; for that che beames of che Sunne arc weakned, 
partly by che vaſtable reflc&tion of the ſame vpon the 
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Sea, and partly by beeing laden wich ibundance of 
moiſture ic exhales our of the vaſt Ocean , whereby the 
nature thereof is nor ſo violently there expretſed, as 
ia the like parallel further inco the maine 18 acrufto- 
med, Nor 1s that Sea coalt ſo ſubic to droughts or | 
want of raine inſcaſonable times, as other parts arc of 
like Laticudes, and by that reaſon the Seca coaſts areac 
all eimes more cold then is the Inland. And che Eaſterne 
coalt which receiuerh the riſing of the Sunne, -is like- 
wiſe colder then are the Weſterne parts, rowards the 
declining of che ſame, as our morning aires ( for ex- 
ample ) eucn in the heat of Sunimer are cold and 
quicke, when che day and cuening are very ſwcltring. 
And this makes thoſe parts more turable to the nature 
of our people, who neither finde content in the colder 
Climares, nor healch in the hotter z but ( as hearbs and 
po ) affe& their native temperarure, and proſper 


indly no where el(c. 

And indced, the hot Countreys yeeld ſharper wits, 
bur weaker bodies, and fewer children ; the colder, 
more {low of canccit, bur ſtronger of body, and more 
abounding in procreation. So that, though the in- 
uention of Arcs hath niſen from the Southerne Nations, 
yer they haue till becne ſubict to the inundations, 
and invaſions of che more Northerly people, by rex- 
ſon of their multicudes , rogether with che ftrengch 
of their body, and hardnetſe of their confticu- 
tons, ; 
Bur this Country , what by the generall and par- 
ticular ſiruation, 1s (o temperate , as it ſeemeth to 
hold the golden meane, and indecd is moft agreca- 
bleco the narure of our owne, which is made mani- 
felt by experience, the moſt infallible proofe of all 
allertions;z in ſo much as our ponent an are ſerled 


there, enjoy thcir life and health much more hap- 
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plly, then in other places z which can bee imputed 
ro 'no other cauſe, then che rtemperature of the 
Climare, 

Now, as the Clime is found to bee fo- temperace, 
ſodelicatc, and healchfull, boch by reaſon and expe- 
rience z ſfuch'is the ſoilealſo, ſome parrs thereof yeecl- 
ding wondcrful increafe, both of che Cornc, the Na- 
tiues haue moſt vſcof ; as alſo of our own, of all ſorts; 
with infinice variety of nouriſhing roots, and other 
herbes., and fruits, common among them, but rarc 
wich vs. | 

Belides, the Coaſt doth abound wich moſt con- 
uenient Hauens, and Harbors , full of ſingalar 
INands , fir for Plantation ; replenuthed MES 
and Wood of all forts ; as Oake,, Cedars, Spruce, 
Firre, Pync, Walnut, Cheſtaur, Elme, Saffafras, 9% 
erees, and CaJamus Aromarticus, &c, - 

The people arc craftable (if they bee'not abuſed!) 
rocommerce and Trade withall, and as yet hauegood 
reſpet of vs. The Scas are ſtored with all kindes of 
excelicne fiſh, and in many places vpon the coal, fic to 
makeSaltin, The Country abounderh with diucrlity 
of wild foule, as Turkeys, Partriges, Swans, Cranes, 
wilde Geeſe of two ſorts, witde Duckes of thiee ſorts, 
many Doucs, eſpecially when Strawberics are ripe. 

Thereare feucrall ſorts of Deere in thoſe parts, and 
ſome that bring forc|1 two, three, and foure young at 
once, Which is a manifcſt proofe of the fertility of 
the Soile, or temper of the Clime, 'or both together, 

There 3s alſoa certaine Beaſt, that the Natiues call 
e Mollc, hee is as big bodicd as an Oxe, headed like a 
fallow Deere, with a broad Palme, which hee mues 
eucry yeerc, as doth the Deere, and neckelikea Red 
Deere, with a ſhore mane, running downe along the 
zaines of his backe, his haire long like an Elke, bur

eteemed eo be better then that for Sadlers vic, he hath 
likewiſe a great bunch hanging downe vnder his throat, 
and f$ of the colour of our blackcr ſort of fallow Deere, 
his legges are long, and his feetas bigge as the feet of 
our Oxen, lus taile is longer thenthe finglc of a Deerc, 
and reacheth almoſt downe to his huxens, his skinne 
makerh very good Buffe, and his fleſh is excellence good 
food, which the Nariucs vſe to Terkin and keepe all che 
yecreto ſerue their rurne, and ſo proonecs very ſtruicea- 
ble for their vie. There haue beene many of them 
ſcene in a gear [land vpon the Coaſt, called by our 
people Morne Manſell , whither the Saluages goe ar 
certaine feaſons to hunt theun z the manner whereot 


is, by making of ſeuerall fires , and ſerting che Coun- | 


trey with people, to force them'mro the Sea, to which 
they are nacurally addiaed , and then there are others 
that attend them in their Botes with bowes and wea- 


pons of feuerall kindes , wherewith they ſlay and take 


at their plcaſure, And there is hope that this kindeof 
Bcaſts may bee made ſeruiceadle tor ordinary Jabou 
with Arc and Induſtry. : 

The knowne Commodities of that Country, arc 
Fiſh of ſcucrall ſorts , rich Furres, as Beaucrs, Orecrs, 
Marcins, blacke Fox, Sables, &c, Thcre arc likewiſc 
plenty of Vines, of three kindes, and thoſe pleaſant 
ro the taſte, yer ſome beter theu other, There is Hempe, 
Flax, Silkgrafle, (cucrall veines of Ironſtone, commo- 
ditics to make Pitch, Roten, FTariez Daa'c boords of 
all ſorts, Sparres, Malts, for Slups of all burdens in a 
word, there comes no commodity out of France, Ger- 
many, orthe Scand, bur may be had there, wich reaſo- 
nable habour and induftry, 

Further, wee haue ſctled at this preſent , ſeuerall 
Plantations along the Coalt, and have granted Patents 


to many more that are in preparation jo bee gone with 
and eng D 2 all 
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all conueniencie, Thoſe of our people thatarethere, 
hauc both healch and plenty , ſo as they acknowledge 
there 15 R0 Want of any thing, but of induftrious pco- 
ple, to reape che commodirics that are there to «f apy 
and chey arcindeed ſo much afteted tothe place, as 
they are loch to be drawne from thence, alchough they 
were directed to returne to giue ſatisfaftion to thoſe 
that ſent them, bur choſe rather to performe that office 
by lecrers , trogecher with their excuſc, for breach of 
their duty 1n that behalfe. And thus you ſee there is 
no labour well imploycd, but hath his reward at one 

_ time or ocher, 

Theſe incouragements hauc 1inboldned vs to pro- 
cced, to che ingaging ot our ſclucs, for the building of 
{ome Ships of good burden, and extraordinary Mould, 
co lie vpon che Coalt tor the defenſe of Merchants and 
Fiſhermen, that are 1mployed there, as alſo ro Watt the - 
Fleers,as they goeto and from cheir Markets : and we 
purpoſe trom hencetorch co build our ſhipping there, 
where wee hnd all commodities fit for that ſeruice, to- 
gether with the moſt opportune places, that can bee 
delired, 

Laſtly, finding that wee haue ſo far forch prevailed, 
25:0 winde our felues into famil arity with the Natiucs, 
( which arcin no great number ) along the Coaſt for 
ewo hundred Leagues rogerher , weehaue now diſpat- 
ched ſome of our pcople of purpoſe, ro diuc into tle 
bowels of the Continent, there to ſearch and finde out 
vwhac Port, or Place, 1s moſt conuenient ro ſettle our 
maine Plantation in, where wee meane to make the 
Relidencie of our S'ateand Goucrnment, asalſoto bee 

allured, what other commodities may be raiſed for the 
publ:que, and private benchr of thoſe that are dealers 
1m thac buſinetle, and willing to bee interelledin any 
the auds there : Whucher is gonechis yeere already, 
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ment,and Diuiſions of the Terri- 
tories in general.

Heere you may ſee to what profit our induſtry and 
charge hath beene imploied z what benefir our Coun- 
trey 18 like toreceiue by it, and whether it bee reaſon 
wee ſhould bee fo traduced, as we haue beene, wee ſee- 
king nothing more then che glory of God, the enlar- 

ing of his Highneſſe Dominions, and farms" arp 
of all his Muctties loyall ſubieRs , and ſtriving forthe 
better accompliſhment therof ro keepe Order, and 
ſeetlc Gouerr.ment in thoſe affaires, to preſerue from 
ruine and confuſion ſo faire a foundation , . whereon is 
likely co bce built the goodlieft frame that hath cuex 


beene vadertaken to be raiſed by our Nation, 
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for vs to vary from it, andthercfore we hauereſolued to 
build our Edifices vpon it, and to frame the ſame after 
the platforme already layd, and from whence wee take 
our denomination , So as we purpoſe to commit the 
managing of our whole affaires there in generall , vn- 
to a Gouernour,to be aſliſted by the aduice and counſcl 
of ſo many of the Patemtees as ſhall be there reſident, to-

fenſiue. The Admirall for maritine buſinetle ciuill or 
criminall, and the forces belonging to the Sea, The 
maſter of the ordnance for munition , artillery.and 0- 
ther proviſions for publique ſtore of Armies by Sea or 
Land j as alſo ſuch other perſens of iudgement and 
experience , as by the Preſident and Counſell cftabli- 
fhed here, for the better gouerning ofthoſc affaires ſhal! 
be chought fir. 

By this Head, and theſe Members, vnited together, 
the great affaires of the whole States to be managed, 
according to their ſeuerall authorities, giuen them trom 
cheir Superiours, che Preſident and Councell cftabli- 
ſhed as aforeſaid, 

And for that all men by nature are beſt pleaſed to be 
cheir owne caruers , and doe moſt willingly ſubmic to 
thoſe Ordinances , or Orders whereof x Lohr vos are 
authors : it is therefore reſolued, that the generall lawes 


whereby that State is to be gouerned , ſhall be fuſt fra- 


med and agreed vpon by the generall aſſembly of the 
Sraces of thoſe parts, both Spirituall and Temporal. 
For the better diſtinion whereof, and the more or- 
derly proceeding , agreeable.

Buc as well chischird part, asthe ewo formerly ſpo- 
ken of, is to be divided into Counties , Baronries , 
Hundreds, andche like, fromall which the Depurics 
tor euery County, and Baronry , are to beſcentinthe 
name and bchalfe of che Subietts, vnder them to-con- 
ſur and agree vpon the Lawes ſo ro be framed , asalſo 
ro reforme any notable abuſes comnytred in former 
procecdings. 

Yer cheſe are notto be alſembled, but by order from 
the Prelident and Councell heere, who are to giue life 
ro the Lawes ſo to be made, as thoſe ro whom af righe 
it beſt belongs , according to his Macſties rayall grant 
in thac bchalte, as alſothat ynder God, and his Sacred 
Highneſſe, they are the principall Authors of char 
foundation. And thus mych for che generall forme of 
our Gouernment, 

In like manner are the Countics to begoucrned by 
the chiefe Head or Deputy thereof with other Officers 
ynder him . As his Sceward, Comptroller, Treaſurer 

of his reucnews;and ſo the Baronrics by their Stewards, 
_ andocherinferiour miniſters , who are to.haue aſlig- 
xd chem the power of high and low Iuſtice within 
clremſelues for deeermining of Controverſies , with 
reſcruacion of Appeale- in es caſcs. to the ſuprerye 
Courts, 

And farchcr , theſc Lords of Countics may of. them- 
ſclucs fubdiuide their ſaid County ico Mannors and 
Lordſhips, asto them ſhall ſceme belt, giuing ro che 
Lords thereof power of keeping of Courts, and Leets, 
2516 hicere vſed in England, tor be derermuung of petty 

matters, 
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matters, ariſing berweene the Lords, and the Tenants, 
or any other, 
And there isno lelle-careto be taken for the trade 
and publ:que commerce of Merchants , whoſe gouern- 
' ment ougheto be within chemſelues , 1n reſpect of che 
ſeuerall occaſions ariſing berweene them , therradel- 
men,and other the Mechanickes, with whom they haue 
moſtto doe : and who are generally the chiete inhab- 
ranes of great Cirties, and Townes , an all parts; it 18 
hkewiſc prouided, thatall the Cities in chat Territory, 
and other inferiour Townes where T radeſ-men are in a- 
ny numbers, ſhall be1ncorporate and made bodies po- 
Iizaque, to gouerne their affaires and people as it ſhall be 
found mott bchouefull for the publique good of the 
ſamez according vnto the greatnes or capacity of them, 
who ſhall be made I1kewiſe capable to ferd certaine 
their Deputies, or Burgeſles to this publique alſembly, 
as members thereof, and who ſhall haue voyces equall 
with any the reſt. 


Y this you (ce our maine drift js but to take care fo) 

che well ordering of the bulincile, ſceking by all 
meanes to auoyd(whar we may)the intermedling wirl: 
any mens monies, or diſpoling of any mens fortunes, 
ſauc onely our owne; leaumy to cuery particular vnder- 
eakerthe imployment of their aducutures , ind the rai- 
ſing of their profits, out of their proper limits, and 
mr by tag , as ſhall ſceme beſt ro { wor. ring , or their 
officers, or miniſters, whom they imploy, and whom 
they miay be bold ro queſtion, or dilplace, as tothem- 
ſeJucs ſhall ſeeme moſt firting, 

And hercby all men may know, that as it is not in 
our Wills to delude 2nd decetuc any , fo wee are carchull 
not to giue the jeaſt cauſe of ſuſpicion of any ewll in ther 
kindc; ſo much therather tor that wee Caily ſecby ex- 
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perzence, the abuſcs commirred in like caſes by infes 
r10ur minitters,to be a notable cauſcro dehort the good. 
di[politions of many ocherwitc well afte&ted ro Planta- 
tzons,for that chey obſcrue thote that are (0 imployed co 
gro\v rich,and cher aduentures ro come to nothing. 


And wee furcher deſire char all men ſhould bee per. 


{wadcd, wee couet not co engrotle any thing ar all vnto 
onr {clues , bur that wee ſhould bee ova "ag pladro 
hnde more of our Nation , ſo free in diſpolition, as to 
partake with vs, as well in the prohir, as in the future tra- 
uell, and charge thereof z withour looking backe to our 
expence, or labour already paſt, to the end thatall our 
hands being vnited togecher , the worke may brelo 
much the ſooner aduanced, well knowing and freely 
confeſſing, that it 1s ſufficient ro giue content to a 
mulcicude, and chiac of all forts, For ſuch as are truely 
Pons , ſhall hnde heere che opportunity co put in ng 
Etitc the workes of piety, both) 1n building of Churches,

nay haue command of cheir owne triends, or tenants, 
! theybe of atty worth, or meanes excraordinary where= 
with corraniport wy numbers, It otherwiſe of expc- 
rence and vertue, 115 ;kely they may mevne places of 
poucrnemen: for tlie publique Stare, So as you ice 
Cre Wants no occalions, or opportunity to i1Nuite, or 
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give ſatisfation to ſuch as haue patience to attend che
